To ſhow his righteous and holy Diſpleaſure at the 
Sin of his People, He firſt permits the Grave & Death 
to get them into their terrible Power & Captivity :

In ſhort, this cruel and irreſiſtible Enemy neither 
ſpares.the Old nor Young, nor the Rich nor Poor, 
nor the High nor Low, nor the Bond nor Free.

Ano for the cruel Methods of his deſtroying the
